Over each burner 
is placed H cosl of platinum wire, which 
when heated by Iho electric current ignites 
the gas. Mr. Edison uses Ibe coil itself A3 
the source of light,the current sent through 
it being strong enough to matte the coil 
white hot or self-luminous. Tho difficulty 
lo be overcome at this point was Ihe liabil- 
ity of ihe wire io fnno nnn ppoii tiio light ;
